IT IE situation in w hich I am again 
placed

lul, as it Ic.kIs me to hope that my s e r­ 
vices in the year to com e will be con­ 
sidered with the same indulgence ; with- 
o jt , it, I feel my incom petence at this 
difficult season, to discharge, in a satis- 
la< toiy m anner, the dm ies of the office 
winch 1 have undertaken- 


In pursuance of the authority given 
by the Resolve passed at the last Session 
of the G eneral C ourt, em pow ering the 
! G overnor, with advice ol Council, to 
! adopt Certain defensive m easu res for 
the protection of the towns and harbors, 
m the Com m om vealth ; thiee judicious 
persons, skilled in military affairs, were 
comm issioned to carry into cftVct the 
intentions of the Legislature, expressed 
in the tti-solve. 
T h e S ecretary will 
deliver you a report of their p ro c eed ­ 
ings under that comm ission. 


Uy u l ,aw of the U nited States, passed 
in 
April, 
1803, the annual sum ol 
two hundred thouhand dollars was ap 
p.opriatod for tho purpose of providing 
arm s for the militia ot the United States, 
to be transm itted to the several States, 
i.i j.iopouon to the n u m b er of the ctiec- 
uvc m iliua in each State, and to be 
distributed un der such regulations as 
snould be prescribed by the Stale L e ­ 
gislature. 
in com pliance with the r e ­ 
quest of the late G eneral C ourt, in their 
Kcsolve abovementioned, I applied to 
tiie E xecutive of the U nited btutes, and 
requested such 
supply of m uskets as 
m ight be conveniently lu rlm h e d , and as 
m ight be considered the proportion to 
which this C om m onw caun was entitled. 
A copy of the answ er to this application, 
which I have received from tne S ecre­ 
tary of W a r, will also be laid belore 
you. 


As we are en g ag ed in W a r with a 
nation of great m aritim e m e n g th , your 
alletion will be directed in a particular 
maimer to those parts of our extensive 
icacoasi w here the people are most e x ­ 
posed to depredations ; and being d e ­ 
prived ot their usual means ot support, 
have already suffered severely, and arc 
Mi danger of still g reater evils. 
I have 
no doubt you will be disposed to afford 
them every assistance they may suwd 
in need oi, within th e p o w tr of v.he 
State G overnm ent, 
i t belongs tu the 
National G o v ern m en t to protect each 
of the Mates in the U nion, and provide 
for the comm on defence ; but if an in­ 
vasion snould be m ade or attem pted on 
aiiy part cl our coast, I am confident 
that, our nilluia w ould prom ptly, and 
with checilulu css, c x ^ rt their utmost 
endeavuuis to repel it. 


W e are bound to obey the L a w l tnade 
ut conformity with oui C onstitutions; 
but those Constitutions ensu re to us the 
freedom oi spcech ; and at this rnomcu- 
tou., period u is our righ t and duty to 
inquire into the grounds and oiig m ol 
the 
present 
W a r j 
tu reflect on the 
state of public affairs, and e x p ress our 
sentim ents concerning them with d e ­ 
cency and frankness ; and to endeavor, 
as tar as our limited influence extends, 
to 
prom ote, 
by tem perate 
and con­ 
stitutional means, an honorable iccon- 
cilieuon. 
By an unnecessary W ar. the 
deepest guilt is in c lin e d ; and therefore 
every belligerent nation should inquire 
w.uch 
of the 
contending 
parties is 
. .ia ^^eable with this guilt. 


W h en 
SVar 
was declared against 
G rc a -Britain, 
our 
com plaints 
were 
chiei’.y toundcd 
upon her O rd e rs in 
Council ; and th ough they w ere revok­ 
ed witnin four days after the D eclara­ 
tion was published, it will be useful to 
1 attend to them when we are considering 
the 
necessity 
of that mca&ure. 
In 
N ovcm ner, 1806, the E re n th E m p e io r 
issued his Beilin D ecree, declaring the 
lirinsh islands in a state ol blockade, 


! and forbidding any com m erce o r corres- 
I pondcnce w itu th e m .— T o this succeed- 
1 ed the British O rd ers in C ouncil, and 
o th er Ereneh D ecrees, some of which 
were 
of a still m<*re 
exceptionable 
• ch.iracter. 
! 
A lthnugh the D ecree s of Berlin and 
1 Milan, and the O rd ers in Council, w ere 
\ injurious to n o u tn d rights, it w ould be 


uncandid to snppose that the d irect ob­ 
ject of either nation was to injure tho 
com m crce of neu trals. 
T h e F ren ch 
D ecree s m ight be th ought necessary by 
that g ov ernm ent o effect the su b ju g a ­ 
tion of Grcat*Britain ; und th e O rd e rs 
in Council w ere declared by the latter 
to be r<*aliatory m easures, adopted in 
consequence of the aggressions of her 
e iemy, and to be revoked when those 
aggressions ceased. 
In their arduous 
struggles they seem to have thought 
only of them selves ; and while those 
struggles 
continued 
we 
m ust 
have 
know n that our com m ercial intercourse 
with them w ould be exposed to n u m e ­ 
rous em barrassm ents ; but w e were 
Consoled with the reflection that these 
would be counterbalanced by the ad­ 
vantages we derived from the war in 
Europe. 
Indeed it is probable if out 
G o vernm ent had maintained a system 
ol impartial neutralily, and had im posed 
no restrictions on trade, that notw ith­ 
standing those D ecreees and O rd ers, 
we m ight, by reason of our 
neutral 
character, have enjoyed a com m erce 
m oie lucrative for the last seven years, 
than would have fallen to our share had 
the whole wo, Id been at peace. 


In May, lbJO, tne C ongress directed 
that the 
N on-Intercou rse A ct should 
cease as to that belligerent which shouh. 
first so revoke its edicts as that they 
should cease to violate our neutral com- 
m eicc, and that it snould operate on the 
other which should negleci so to do 
within three m onths after the P resi­ 
dent s Proclamation, declaring tho fac t 
that such revocation had taken p lac e__ 
O n the 10th ol A ugust following, the 
D uke of Cadore in a letter to o u r minis 
ter in France, stated that tne 
Berlin 
and Milan D ecrees w ere revoked, and 
that after the fii ot ot N ov em ber then 
next, they would cease to have effect ; 
it bein# understood that the Engli&n 
should revoke their O rd ers in Council, 
and renounce their new principles ot 
blockade ; o r that the U nited btates 
should cause their rights to be re s p e c t­ 
ed. 
T h is letter was considered by the 
President as an absolute repeal of the 
F rench D ecree s, though it ap peared to 
many persons at that time to have been 
only a provisional repeal, upon condi­ 
tions that m ight never happen, and was 
not confirmed by any 
in stru m en t 
of 
v hich the court» or people of F rance 
were obliged to take notice. I he P re s i­ 
dent, how ever, on the 2d of N o v em b e r, 
I8 1U, annouuced by Proclam ation that 
the D eceecs of B en in und M ilan w ere 
i e v o k e d ; and in M arch following the 
C ongress passed a Law confirm ing that 
Proclam ation, and the revival of the 
N o n -In terco u rse against G reat-Britain. 


W h e n o u r G o vernm ent 
was 
thus 
co m m itted, it wus the policy 
of the 
F re n c h E m p e ro r to convince the British 
nation that his d ecrees w ere not revo k­ 
ed, and he took effectual m easures for 
that purpose. 
H is public ships by his 
authority 
and u nder 
his instructions 
com m itted depredations ou o u r c o m ­ 
m crce and 
burnt 
o u r 
vessels ; the 
French cruisers and privateers captured 
them and they were condem ned in the 
French C ou rts ; nor has t rance made 
the least reparation for the plunders — 
O n the 31st of M arch, l# U , the E m ­ 
peror declared to his Council ot C om - 
m eice that the decrees ot Berlin and 
Milan were the fundam ental laws of his 
E m pire — Many oth er declarations ol 
this kind w ere m ade by the F ren ch 
G ov ern m en t, and tho* our 
M inisters 
rem onstrated against th em as coinaining 
no exception in favour o f the U nited 
States, and requested som e authentic 
act of the F ren ch G ov ernm en t to justi- 
ly ou r national m easures, no satisfaction 
could be obtained. 
If the P resid en t 
had then revoked his Proclam ation, the 
| num ero us evils that have lollowed from 
I that unfortunate m easure m ig ht have 
I been prevented.
